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The defendant and his wife denied the 
assault, stating that they were playing 
cards in the house of a friend at the time 
the assault was said to have taken place. 
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Some six thousand people participated in 
the third annual pilgrimage to the tomb of 
Mother Mary Aikenhead, the foundress of 
the Order of the Sisters of Charity, at the 
Garden Cemetery, Donnybrook, yesterday. 

Organised by the Central Council of the 
United Confraternities of the city, the pil- 
grimage was probably the largest yet held. It 
indicated intensified interest in the movement 
for the beatification of a Sister who devoted 
her life to the establishment of asylums and 
refuges for the poor. 

The procession, which was directed from 
the Convent Schools through the main avenue 
at Donnybrook by Civic Guards and troops of 
Catholic Boy Scouts, was a remarkable and 
reverential tribute. Members of the Confra- 
ternities chanted the Office of the Blessed 
Virgin at the graveside. 

The attendance included numerous clergy 
and the following bodies were represented :— 
C.Y.M.S., St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
Sacred Heart sodalities, Children of Mary, 
Boys’ Brigade, etc.
